Grant blasted

Fertilizer supplies for 
1978 farm crops will be 
adequate with demand 
ranging from fair to soft, 
according to the president 
of the Fertilizer Institute Ed 
Wheeler. 

During a meeting of the 
Ag Editors of America, 
Wheeler said the farmer 
will use a “satisfactory'' 
46-47 million short tons of 
fertilizer supplies compared 
with last year's record 61.6 
million short tons. 

Wheeler said fall 1977 
fertilizer demand was ex¬ 
tremely slow and sales were 
far behind last year's levels. 
He said this was due to the 
Blow pace of U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture policy 
on wheat and feedgrain 
set-aside, low grain prices, 
“lousy" fall weather and 
year-end farmers tax con¬ 
siderations. Wheeler pre¬ 
dicted fertilizer purchases 
for spring plantings will 
pick up. 

Wheeler noted he la 
mainly concerned with 
logistics. With a large 
export movement of grains 
expected ■ in January 
through April, a lack of 
hopper car and barges may 
be a problem. 

He said the fertilizer 
industry is caught in the 
same price squeeze as are 
fanners, with price plum¬ 
meting, . while coats keep 
rising. 

The agriculture Industry 
faired well regarding Presi¬ 
dent Carter’s energy bill. 
Wheeler said agriculture 
has a number two priority 
on natural gas U9e after 
residential demand and 
added there will be no tax on 
gas or oil going into 
fertilizer plants.

Stockyard rate regulation 
hearings set for January 
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Comments from Uvestock 
producers, stockyards oper¬ 
ators, market agencies and 
other interested persons 
will be aired in late January 
at a series of hearings on the 
Packers and Stockyards 
Adminstration’s rate reg¬ 
ulation of stockyards. 

The P&SA policy has 
been to assure reasonable 
services and facilities at 
reasonable rates for the 
more than 1200 posted 
stockyards in the U.S. The 
government agency must 
approve the rateB. Rate 
regulation only, and not 
comments on the various 
types of tariffs charged 
under the law (percentage, 


valuation and per head) will 
be heard. 

Rates approved by the 
P&SA are based on the 
concept of cost of service. 
The rates and charges, 
therefore, should pay the 
market operator ' s operating 
expenses in building and 
maintaining the facility plus 
a fair return on his 
investment and a reason¬ 
able compensation for any 
personal services furnished 
by the operator. Currently 
the government reviews 
each proposed change in 
rates by a stockyard based 
on the firm's latest 12- 
month statement and other 
pertinent financial data. 


If the P&SA feels the 
rates are reasonable they 
are approved, if not the 
agency denies the increase. 
A formal hearing may 
follow.

National ag energy policy outlined 
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Acting assistant deputy 
secretary of agriculture 
P.R. "Bobby” Smith out¬ 
lined progress being made 
toward a national energy 
policy for agriculture. He 
said the importance of the 
policy is to protect the U.S. 
food supply by assuring 
adequate fuel supplies at 
the right time, even if it 
means taking energy from 
or delaying its use In other, 
leas critical, areas. 

In remarks, before an 
energy session at the 
Beltwide Cotton Produc¬ 
tion-Mechanization Confer¬ 
ence in Dallas, Smith said 
the goals and strategies for 
agricultural energy now 
planned will coincide with 
President Carter's national 
energy program. This 
program will attempt to 
reduce the nation's short 
and mid-term vulnerability 
to dependence on imported 
oil. In the long term, the 
program will attempt to 
convert to renewable and 
less exhaustible energy 
sources. 

Smith outlined four na¬ 
tional energy goals set for 
agriculture; 

* To insure adequate 
energy supplies for agricul¬ 
ture in rural America. 

• To conserve energy use 
in agriculture and rural 
America, as .well as improv¬ 
ing the efficiency of energy 
use. 

* To develop and utilize 
alternative sources of en¬ 
ergy- 

• To minimize the ad¬ 
verse impact of energy 
development and use in 
agriculture, rural lands and 

communities.

Set-aside 
survey being 
conducted 

The U.S. Department of 
Agriculture’s director of 
economics, Howard Hjort, 
naa reported USDA will 
complete by Feb. 3 a special 
survey of fanners intentions 
to participate in a possible 
feedgrain set-aside. 

In a private interview, 
Hjort said the survey.will 
Wive as part of the basis on 
frhlch a final feedgrain 
flafcaaide decision is made, 
probably sometime in Feb¬ 
ruary. 
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culture, Smith stressed six 
areas in which USDA is 
working to help agriculture 
meet the challenges of the 
nation's energy situation. 
He said USDA's primary 
goal is in energy research 
and development. Energy 
problems in agriculture 
cannot be resolved until 
adequate data on the energy 
situation and its impact on 
agriculture are compiled, he 
said. 

USDA must consider the 
"technology transfer" of 
educational program a and 
demonstrations on how to 
adopt old and new methods 
to save or efficiently use 
energy. Such technology 
transfer programs could 
serve to increase the 
awareness of government 
officials and public decision 
makers on issues involving 
energy. They would also 
help evaluate alternative 
methods of energy conser¬ 
vation, production and 
government action that 
would assist communities in 
becoming more energy 
efficient. 

Direct technical assist¬ 
ance and information to the 
farmer is USDA's third area 
of concern in the energy 
program. This can be done 
through the various USDA 


agencies already estab¬ 
lished to provide technical 
assistance to farmers and 
the general public, Smith 
said. 

Another function would 
be to provide financial 
assistance to farmers and 
rural communities through 
bans and grants to adopt 
energy conserving prac¬ 
tices, he said. 

The fifth function would 
be the regulation of energy 
in all phases of the food, 


fibor and forestry system. 
The Agriculture Stabiliza¬ 
tion and Conservation 
Service and the Economic 
Research Service would be 
the main federal agencies 
responsible for regulating 
the energy policy on agri¬ 
culture, Smith said. 

Finally, USDA would be 
responsible for manage¬ 
ment of federal natural 
resources, such as coal, oil 
gas, uranium and geother¬ 
mal materials, he said.

Soviets don’t 
purchase any 
lussie beef 

A small delegation from 
Prodinterg, the Soviet meat 
purchasing agency, left 
Australia in mid-November 
for New Zealand without 
signing any new contracts 
with Australian beef export 
firms, the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture reported. 
Trade sources believe the 
Soviets were waiting for 
further price declines. 

As of Nov. 26, intensify¬ 
ing drouth conditions across 
much of Australia resulted 
In increased yardings at 
livestock auctions and 
further reductions in cattle 
prices. Slaughter cattle 
prices tn, late-November 
were »4-5 (U.S;) per’ ewt. 
below the depressed levels 
of o year earlier. Feeder 
cattle prices also declined 
and the market for unfin¬ 
ished and “drouth" cattle 
prices dropped even more, 
USDA said. 

Beef and veal production 
In October totaled 181,366 
tons, 16.7% above a year ( 
ago. Heavy slaughter is ' 
projected for December 
which would-push beef and 
vobI production over 2 
million tons In 1977, 
compared with 1.88 million 
in 1976. Heavy marketings 
are likely to continue well 
into 1078, but some of the 
potential gains In. xneat 
output will be offset by a re¬ 
duction in. slaughter 
Weight a and the destruction 
W death of range cattle due 
»shortages of forage. •,

ICA discusses 
packer woes 

Representatives of beef 
packing plants within Iowa 
and officers of the Iowa 
Cattlemen’s Assn, met at 
Ames to discuss mutual 
problems and concerns of 
Iowa’s beef industry. 

The session, called by the 
ICA in the wake of recent 
packing plant closings, was 
also attended by represen¬ 
tatives from the office of 
Iowa Governor Ray, Iowa 
Department of Agriculture, 
Iowa Development Com¬ 
mission, Iowa State Uni¬ 
versity, Packers and Stock- 
yards Administration and 
state and federal law¬ 
makers. 

ICA president Bill Scher- 
mer, Latimer, said' discus¬ 
sion centered on the recent 
plant dosings, the often 
arbitrary application of 
USDA regulations and 
questionable proposed reg¬ 
ulations and questionable 
proposed regulations, meat 
inspection and related 
issues such as the detrimen¬ 
tal impact of environmental 
regulations on both the 
cattle industry and the 
consumer. 

Schermer termed the 
meeting “a successful 
start" to improving under¬ 
standing between various 
segments of the industry, 
citing the need for all within 
the industry to work 
together to solve current 
problems. He added that 
another such meeting will 
be held in the future.

Don Gay, defending 
world champion bull rider 
out of Mesquite, Texas, 
came through in a clutch 
situation to claim his fourth 
consecutive title aa Profes¬ 
sional Rodeo Cowboys 
Assn, champions were 
named. The 24-year-old 
cowboy came down to the 
wire in a tie with Randy 
Magera, Comanche, Texas. 
Each had 86621 following 10 
go-rounds of competition. 

Magers had scored a 74 in 
the 10th go-round, while 
Gay had picked up 77 
points. Both marks were out 
of the money. For the first 
time in National Finals 
Rodeo history, the judges 
drew from a hat for ride-off. 
. bulls. 

Magers, 82, drew bull 
number 67 of the Rentier 
Bros. & Cervi string for his 
re-rlde. The bull, ridden 
only once in 1077, kept Ills 
record intact by tossing 
Magera after about four 
seconds. Gay’s bull, “High 
Top" of the Dell Hall rodeo 
outfit, came out of the chute 
with Don in control. He 
hung on for 77 points and 
the world bull riding crown. 

Paul Tierney, Rapid City, 
S.D., failed in his bid to 
unseat defending World 
All-Around Champion Tom 
Ferguson, Miami, Okie. 
Tierney had to use two loops 
to catch his final calf and 
slipped from first to third in 
■ the calf roping average 
payoff. Ferguson took the 
steer wrestling averagd and 
title with $7882, With his 
calf roping earnings, the 
cowboy pocketed $10,749 
and took his fourth NFR 
all-around crown. Tierney 
finished with $7888.

‘ Barring a repeat of lost 
winter's freak weather, 
commercial slaughter of 
pigs in 1978 could bo some¬ 
where around 88 million 
head, a 13% increase over 
1977, according to president 
of George A. Hormel and 
Co., I.J. Holton. 

Current prospects point 
to a small increase in red 
meat production in 1978, 
said ■ Holton, because the 
increase in the hog sector is 
expected to outweigh the 
decline in beef and other red 
meat.

Market Roundu p: 

Fed prices thrive 
in inventory cloud 

LIVE CATTLE PRICES have moved steadily higher the 
past two months, helped along by a firm dressed beef 
market. On Jan. 30, USDA will release a cattle inventory 
report which, even at this time, is the focus of trade interest 
and attention. We have been slaughtering cattle at a liqui¬ 
dation rate for a couple of years, and even though feedlots 
keep the marketplace amply supplied with beef on the hoof, 
we have been cutting heavily into our grass fed population. 

As best as analysts can determine at this time, USDA will 
likely show a total population of about 116.5 to 117.5 million 
head as of Jan. 1. Assuming these figures are fairly well in 
the ball park with the official figures, some look for higher 
trending prices for live r ■:* ‘ and for futures. Some look for 
more volatile action in the futures market with some heavy 
reversals in an irregular pattern toward the higher prices 
envisioned toward midyear; at which point some expect to 
see $50 cattle on the board.

Tom Remington, Calex¬ 
ico, Calif., chairman of the 
NCA Marketing Commit¬ 
tee, said the association will 
be pointing out the cost/ 
price values of continuing to 
market fed cattle in an or¬ 
derly and timely way. 

"The fourth quarter of 
1977 saw feedlota more cur¬ 
rent In marketings than at 
any time in several years," 
Remington noted, "and 
prices reflected it. We sold 
choice fed steers in the 
fourth quarter for S3 per 
cwt. more than a year earli¬ 
er, despite the fact that fed 
cattle marketings exceeded 
numbers in the last quarter 
of 1976. 

"True, total beef and red 
meat output was down 
somewhat because of small¬ 
er non-fed slaughter, but 
it's clear that the market has 
really been helped by the 
sale of cattle with no more 
days on feed than neces- 

Rail woes may 
hurt shipments 
of fertilizer 

A large amount of export 
business in the first three 
months of 1978 could 
tighten the U.S. rail car 
situation, leaving fertilizer 
manufacturers without cars 
they need to deliver 
fertilizer supplies to deal¬ 
ers, Fertilizer Institute 
president Ed Wheeler told 
bankers in Kansas City, 
Mo„ attending the Ameri¬ 
can Banking Assn.'s.agri¬ 
cultural conference.

"fn spite of more fed 
cattle in the slaughter mix, 
average dressed weights 
were down 10 lb. from a 
year earlier, and this helped 
bring a 4 % reduction in ton¬ 
nage. Data from Cattle-Fax 
(the market analysis service 
sponsored by NCA) showed 
average days on feed down 
by 10 days." 

Remington said the in¬ 
dustry cannot afford to 
"rest on its laurels" or get 
overly optimistic and return 
to over-feeding. 

"We have substantially 
more fed cattle to sell in the 
first half of 1978 than we 
had a year earlier or in the 
last quarter of 1977," he 
cautioned. "However, non- 
fed slaughter will be down, 
and if we sell fed cattle at 
lighter average weights, we 
actually may produce less 
beef the first part of this 
year than we did a year ago. 

"That can be very Impor¬ 
tant, for it looks as though 
we'll have record per capita 
supplies of red meat and 
poultry in 1978. The 
experience of recent years 
shows beef prices have 
trouble showing substantial 
strength when total meat 
supplies are large." 

Remington said he was 
well aware that basic eco¬ 
nomics and individual 
decisions would, in large 
measure, determine when 
cattle were marketed. 
However, he added, feeders 
should be folly aware of cost 
and price relationships 
when they make their mar¬ 
keting decisions.' 

"For example," he said, 
' 'an average of 7 fewer days 
on feed can mean a lot. One 
less week of feeding on all of 
the feedlot cattle In the 
nation 'could mean 4.6 
million lb. less beef In a 
week's period. Assunring, 
conservatively, that 1% less 
beef means a 1% better 
price, tho8B 7 fewer days 
mean at least a 85 per head 
better return. Furthermore, 
prompt marketing elimi¬ 
nates the high coat of gain 
which one experiences after 
cattle reach normal hiarket 
weight—further improving 
returns to cattlemen." 

Remington said addi¬ 
tional information on the 
Importance of current mar¬ 
keting would be forth¬ 
coming from NCA. Also, the 
program will be discussed 
at the NCA convention Jan. 
24-26 in New Orleans,
